The acceptance of tho terms which Austria | 
and the allies have imposed upon Russia is a 
natural signal for reviewing the means which 
have, from step to step, enforced this issve, 
We resume, then, thatsuccinct and collated 
acconnt which we loft waiting for events at 
the closo of Omar Pacha’s imperishable cam- 
| paign, and the opening of our own share in 
active hostilities, 

The object we aim atis to “ get the mean 
time,” if we may borrow a ocientifio ire. 
To tell the talo carliest has its attractions ; 
but to tell it most correctly is the main point 
in the end. 

We said, in the few remarks with which 
we introduced our last account, that a man 
of ordinary intelligence would probably have 
an idea of the main events of the first ¢ 
period of the war, but that he would scarcely 
be able to givea friend avery lucid or in- 
structive yiow of the campaign; and that his 
impressions—though vivid respecting the 
principle particularns—would be, after all, 
but “amass of anachronous entanglement 
and historical confusion.” To a certain ex- 
tent this is true of the second grent stage of 
the war, But it is no longer true of the first. 
Wo have received thousands of communica- 
| tions acknowledgitig not only that the events 
| wore all narrated in an order easy to’ recall, 
but that the various causes strategic and spas 
litical, were ever made to cast their ligt 
upon the several results, We propose to en! 
deavour here to do towards the atory of the 
Second Campaign what we were fortunate 
enough to accomplish for that of the First. 


| And, alas! the Sccotid concerns us much

fore the offices of some of the daily papers. 
We need not add that, in lesser matters, the | 
mis-statements have been almost innumera- 
ble. Doubtless, with what is crroncous, al- 
most all the truth at length is likewise given;

nitude, there were two nations engaged, and 
two Commanders present. ‘The French Gen- 
eral had passed his military days ont of doors 
and ho wis persotially the hero of many 
encounters inthe active service—the pos 
tivo fighting—part of a soldier's profession. 
Unlike the Imperialist Marshal (then actually 
dying ‘in his harness"), the English Chief 
had been mostly occtipied with the superin- 
tendence, and What our neighbours call the 
civil adininistrrtion of troops. Though now 
taken away from it, he was consummately 
experionced in all that relates to this, Yet, 
the practical mind of Marshal de St. Arnaud 
recoiled from putting his forces upon 4 hos- 
tilo soil withont their “ kits.” He had 
often gone tpon 4 zia” with fourteon 
days provisions, He know what the soldier 
could do; but he also knew and remember- 
od what the soldier indispensibly requires — 
Whereas, strange to say; the man from whose 
mind such considerations had never been ab- 
sent, undervalued them when he came to 
act; and he executed the debarkation of a 
great part of his force (our force) not only 
Without the bat horses of the officers, ‘but 
without the knapsacks of the men, and With- 
out tho tents of either class, im many cases. 
Lord Raglan, we repeat, had never been en- 
gaged in strategetic business, and he perhaps 
feared that ho might prove a indttt oft at 


this emergency. The consequence was that» 


his principl¢.care was how to use the army in 
the ficld ; and practically he forgot,thatit was 
first necessary to keep the army. The pri- 
mary thought of him who wishes to employ 
a force, ought clearly to be to remainin pos- 
session of aforce. Lord Raglan Janded his 
men “ in light order, to meet the enemy.” — 
No military foo could have inflicted the loss- 
es’ which that “ light order” subsequently 
entailed. The French ald not yield to us. 
they surpassed us—in the rapidity of their 
debarkation ; yet they landed with their 
tents, and, considering the want of sumpter 
beasts, with all the provisions possible 
against that climate in which they had come 
to fight. Our Fusiliers had not one tent 
among them. There has been no dissension 
between the forces of the two great allied 
nations ; but there have been many signal 
difference of management, and that was the 
first. In this important operation much ad- 
miration was elicited by the energy and skill 
of our sailors under the command of Sir 
Edmund Lyons. 

Of the plat of seizing Odessa at au eatlier 
date, or at least of destroying it, and either 
gaining an excellent place for the winter 
quarters of our men, or hindering the enemy 
from first fortifying and then employing that 
place as a grand point de depart, and a war- 
like emporium against ourselves, we will 
not speak, for such a plan now belongs not 
to history, It was ncitherdone nor attempt- 
od ; and if this was an error, it was an crror 
in which onr allies had as much part as we. 
Doubtless; many moral and strategie consi- 
siderations arise at the mention of this 
once debated project. But we must dismiss 
jt, and proceed with our narrative. 

T0E BATTLE OF THE ALMA. 

Adopting the obvious tactics of Lord Wel- 
lesley in his first Peninsular campaign (that 
against Junot), the Allied forces commenced 
their march from Touza along the beach—the 
hips being not only within sight, but with- 
jn cannon reach, And, indeed, as the naval 
array advanced in a parallel line, the hearty 
cheers of the seamen were distinctly heard 
by the soldie In alluding to the first Pen- 
insular ventures of the Duke of Wellington, 
we may observe how different was this Lis- 
bon from the other, and how different the 
degree of our knowledge on the respective 
occasions! Well was this daring plunge at 
that time of the year into Crim Tartary_af- 
torwards designated “a leap in the darky’ by 
those who the first, and the most, urged each 


an undertaking, and, indeed, the manner of 


it, upon our rulers and upon the country, re- 
fusing to listen to any other plan whatever. 

So futiguing was the march that, by three 
o'clock p. m., on the 19th, a very considera- 
ble portion of our troops had fallen out of 
the ranks. A few had oven died of cholera 
on the line of march—vyictims of that dread- 
ful disease whith they had brought with 
them from that beautiful but pestilential 
camp near Varna, and the Baltsohik canton- 
ments. The want of water was the princi- 
‘le privations of which they complained.— 
We have ourselves seen soldiers thrust. their 
lips into the fetid mud of a half dried mo- 
rass to slake the fever of a marching thirst. 
Justat the hour we have named, and when 
the troops were about to bivouac, the sound 
of artillery boomed sullenly along the front. 
The enemy's cavalry bad beon resiched and 
disturbed by onr advance, and appeared in- 
clined to question our further progres 
Memorable was the effort upon our stragglers 
and laggards: Those slots we cortainly 
the first that most of thom had eyer heard 
fired {n earnest. They immediately found 
their places again in the columns, zealous at 
tho first offer of what they deemed an oppor- 
tunity of real and bloody service: 

An o¥e Witness declares that lathe men 
seemed lame no longer. A short skirmish 
sued; our Light Horso retiring without 
disgrace, under the co of our field guns, 
before a mass of cay: We had only four 
or five rien wouhde: Lord Cardigan was 
praised for his self possession in this little 
encounter, Tho arrangements which had 
been Interrupted were completed, aud our 
troops bivouacked in the open air, while 
the French edged towards the sca, and scem- 
ed full of preparation. 

That night many speculations were inter- 
ur men about the fate which 
tod, not, indeed, tho expedition (for of 
this nobody doubted) but individuals next 
morning. It was evident that they had ar- 
rived at the point where they would have to 
force thelr further way against n resolute 
adversary defending hixown soil, The moan-

Their attack was not a feint, as it ought 
to lave been, more especially for this ex- 
cellent reason, where they were first drawn 
up, the fire of the Russian guns (24 pounders 
for the most part) fell rather short, the pieces 
not being properly elevated. We virtually 
corrected the range for them, by advancing 
within it before they had begun to feel the 
offects of General Bosquet’s division, 

He, meantime, had stolen considerably for- 
ward along the coast, and about a quarter 
past oue o'clock his riflemen dislodged the 
Russians from an embarkment which was 
taken in reverse; that is, the discharge of 
tho French musketry fell upon the defenders 
from behind the embankment, The enemy 
fled from this post, in which the French now 
halted till reinforced. It was now that, by 
their powerful fire, two French steamers and 
one English (the Veruvius, Commander Pow- 
cll) forced the whole Russian left to skrink 
inwards. Meantime the French reinforoe- 
ments arrived rapidly; for as the galling fire 
which had swept all beneath the front of the 
already mentioned embankment had ceased, 
the neh were no longer obliged to make 
acircnit toreach it, but clambered up in 
swarms Uy the direct line. Once firmly fix- 
ed there, and constantly strengthened by 
fresh columns, they began to win their way 
steadily along the table-land towards the 
Russian centre. Such was the condition of 
the combattants somewhat before 9 o'clock. 
About three-quarters of an hour carlior, the 
Russians in front of the English bad set fire 
to the Village of Bouliouk, and interposing 
the smoko and flames botween themselves 
and thelr assailants, retired across the Alma. 
The practice of their artillery was soon. felt 
most severcly by our advancing divisions, 
which spreading to right and Teft of the 
burning houses, pressed onwards, leaning 
ratherto tho outside of the Russfan lines, 
with & view of driving them against the 
Yronch.

In the fall you probably notice some sed 
that you thought at the time you would like 
to try another season. Get it now if you 
can, for when you get busy you will forget 
it; or, if you think of it, will not find time 
to procure it. Think this matter over a 
little, and after you haye concluded what 
change of seedfyou ought to make, or what 
new crop you will introduce, do it up at 
once; haye all ready, and you will not have 
to say, at the close of the next season, that 
you have left undone many things that you 
intended to do. Every’ man that observes 
and thinks, learns a little by experience ey- 
ery season that he cultivates a crop. Some 
things prosper under some circumstances 
and fail under others. This is generally 
at the time, but too often forgotten 
¢ no memorandum is made of the 
circumstances that can be referred to at 
leisure. Think over the results of the past, 
and gain knowledge for the future. 

In your reading the present winter, you 
haye noticed some things which looked yi 
plausible and which you mentally resoly F 
at the time, you would test for yourself. 
This is right; but unless you have it very 
firmly fixed in your mind, or have it in your 
memorandum book in black and white, ten 
chances to one you will forget it just at the 
time you intended to put it in practice, 
Whatever experiments you make, try care- 
fully so that you be not deceived nor deceive 
others, Never guess at weights and mea- 
sures, or quantity of land. It always looks 
bad for one to say when giving the result 
of an experiment, the quantity of land was 
“about,” and the yield “about” so much, 
—If you test any special manure to ascer- 
tain its value, itis best to try part of the 
same field with barn-yard manure, and part 
without any. If this was done, it would 
not be as easy for manufacturers of manure 
nostrums to get certificates of its value. 
How few know which is the most profitable 
crop they raise, or how much is expended 
in manure or labour in raising any crop. 
It is well to keep an account with the dif- 
ferent crops and fields, so as to ascertain 


what pays the best for labour aud expense. 


This is the way business men do and why 
not farmers ? 


Tfave you tried root crops—carrots, rutta 


bagas, &e., for feeding stock? If not per 


haps the present season is just the time to 


test the matter on a small scale. Perhaps 
some persons in your neighbourhood can 
give their experience; if not you can find 
the testimony of many in the agircultural 
papers.— Genesee Farmer. 


ART OF MILKING. 

The art of miiking well is not taught in 
a hurry. It requires long practica\to milk 
properly, and therefore all the young peo- 
ple on a farm ought to be shown how the 
labor should be done, It is quite import- 
ant that this branch of the dairy should be 
particularly attended to, for a good milker 
obtains at least a quart more from the same 
cow than a poor milker, 

The first lesson to be taught to young 
people is gentleness and kindness to the 
cows. They never need be treated harshly, 
in case the business is properly commenced. 
Cows that have been carressed and uniform- 
ly well treated, ‘are fond of haying'the milk 
drawn from the udder at the regular time of 
milking, for it gives them relief from the 
distension of the milk ducts. 

Let young people be put to milking the 
farrow cows first, or such as are to be soon 
dried, and then the loss from bad milking 
will be less injurous. The hand should ex- 
tend to the extremity of the teats, for the 
milk is then drawn easier, j 

Young people should be taught to milk 
as fast as possible. More milk is always 
obtained by a rapid milker than a slow one. 


They should therefore, be taught to think 
of nothing else while milking, and no con 
versation must be permitted in the milk 
yard. ‘They should sit up close to the cow, 
and rest the left arm gently against her 
shank,

Work 
it up early inthe morning: ‘This quantity 
of potato sponge will make a large batch 
of bread; upwards of twenty pounds. of 
flour may be worked into it. Knead ‘the 
dough well and thoroughly after you have 
added the flour, score it on the top, cover 
it witha cloth, and set it to rise. In about 
two or three hours, or sooner, your bread 
will haye swelled, and) you will find it out 
like a honey-comb. Knead it into loaves, 
let it stand about five'minutes in the pans, 
and then bake it in a well-heated oven— 
When the loaves are done, wet them over 
with a little skimmed milk (or water Will 
do), and wrap ina clean cloth, setting them 
up on one side. Wrapping the bread up 
in the steam fill’cold, prevents it from be- 
coming hard and dry. 

Bread made in this manner will be equal 
in appearance to the best baker's bread, and 
in point of sweetness and économy superior 
to any household bread I ever tasted; and 
as such I can confidently recommend it: to 
the attention of the public: Brown bread 
can be made the same, by the addition of a 
handful or two of bran.

| what fanciful, but that itis very advanta- 
geous to thoroughly incorporate manure 
with the soil, no observing farmer can doubt. 
This cannot always be safely done by “ re- 
peated harrowings and occasional plough- 
ings)” inasmuch as under ordinary cases 
they would drag to the surface decompos- 
ing manure, and expose it to much loss. 
Yet every farmer should be convinced that 
it is desirable to mix the manure as much 
as possible with the soil, whenever it can be 
accomplished without loss or inconvenience. 
At any rate, more care should be exercised 
in spr ading, shaking out, aud ploughing 
under the manure. 

“For root crops, it has always been re- 
mended to ferment the manure toa con- 
siderable extent before its application. ‘The 
reason for this rule laid down by practical 
men, is probably to be found in the fact
